Allied Military Currencies and Military Payment 


Certificates

ne Thursday night, | attended 
the meeting of the Ocean County Coin 
Club of Point Pleasant Beach, New Jer- 
sey. It is my local club. | happened to 
drop by paper money dealer Dan Danik's 
table where he had an assortment of pa- 
per money albums. The book that inter- 
ested me the most was his Military pay- 
ment certificates album. The notes | saw 
were moderately priced between five and 
nine dollars a piece. | did not purchase 
any notes at that time, but they definitely 
piqued my interest. At the next meeting, | 
purchased three Military payment certifi- 
cates. They were series 481 and they were 
issued between 1951 and 1954. 


Before | purchased the notes however, | 


wanted to learn more about them, so | 
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consulted the book entitled "Coin World 
Almanac, Millennium Edition" and read a 
chapter on AMCs and MPCs. 


One day | looked through my foreign bank 
notes. | knew | had a French Deux note 
and a couple of Italian notes, but | did not 


know if any of them were AMC. 


The French note that initially | thought was 
just a regular note, turned out to be an 
AMC. | found this out after reading Fred

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| have had these notes since childhood, 
but | did not know that they were AMCs 
until now. The mystery is that | do not 


remember how | acquired them. 


According to the "Coin World Almanac’, 
AMCs were used in countries being freed 
from the axis powers and the scrip were 
in the 


denominated liberated country's 


currency. It was redeemed later by the 


local government as required by law. 


This monetary system arose because of 
the necessity to transact business with the 
locals without risking the loss of large 
amounts of U.S. currency which could be 


used anywhere in the world. 


Another purpose for the creation of Allied 
military currency was the possibility that 
the enemy might flood an occupied coun- 
try's economy with currency to induce 
high inflation, or ordering local banks to 
burn their money when an allied attack 


was Imminent. 


The Allied military currencies that were 
issued to U.S. military personnel, were 
distributed to personnel stationed over- 
seas. They were manufactured by the 
major allied countries, or in the country in 


which they were stationed. 


As individual needs or wishes required, 
personnel were allowed to convert that 
currency into U.S. currency. However, it 


wasn't long before the military accumulat- 


ed large amounts of foreign currencies far 
in excess of pay requirements and the 
MPC system was created to protect the 
services from those surpluses of foreign 


Currencies. 


When the Military payment certificate sys- 
tem was created in 1946, all U.S. ser- 
vicemen, U.S. government civilian em- 
ployees and U.S. citizens hired by U.S. 
firms abroad doing business under gov- 
ernment contracts were paid in MPCs and 
were barred from holding U.S. currency of 


any kind.

The local population 
was banned from holding any MPCs, 
which could be used only at U.S. facilities 
such as ship stores and post exchanges.

By selling cigarettes, silk, candy and nylon 
stockings, many of the servicemen were 
able to supplement their supply of con- 
vertible currency. In spite of strict con- 
trols, It was inevitable that many of the 
MPCs would be found in the local econo- 
my. These notes usual route was through 
the black market created by both the ser- 
vicemen and the local population. Ser- 
vicemen sold items they had purchased at 
government run stores while the local 
businessmen sold jewelry and watches to 


servicemen who were returning stateside. 


When it was found out that an excessive 
amount of MPCs were in the local econo- 
my by way of the black market, the old 
series would be withdrawn and a new se- 
ries was issued. The "C-days" (conversion 
days) were unannounced and strictly con- 


trolled. 


All personnel were restricted to base and 
only designated persons were allowed to 


make the exchange of new for old Scrip.

The old notes were invalid and worthless 
after the C-day. The only MPCs available 
today to collectors are those that were 
unredeemed by authorized holders, or 
those illegally obtained by black marketers 
who were unable to exchange their hold-

A total of 13 series were used in 21 for- 
eign places in 17 countries, in the 28 year 
history of Military payment certificates. 
The denominations ranged from five cents 
The 
$20.00 MPC was only printed in series 
661, 681, and 692. 


to twenty dollars in face values. 


Private contractors in the U.S. printed the 
first series and the series was overprinted 
by the bureau of engraving and printing. 
The preprinted notes overprint consisted 
of adding the series, serial and control 


numbers. 


The bureau of engraving and _ oprinting 
completed printing and separated the last 


six series. 


On September 16, 1946; the first issue, 
series 461; was released. Series that fol- 
lowed in order were 471, 472, 481, 521, 
541, 591, 611, 641, 651, 661,681, and 
692. On October 7, 1970; series 692 was 
released, and It was withdrawn from use 
in Vietnam on March 15, 1973.

Collecting Confederate Paper Money, Field 
Edition 2014, The Standard Guide to 
Confederate Money, By Pierre Fricke

his new reference on Col- 
lecting Confederate Paper Money, Field 


Edition released in January, 2014 by 
Pierre Fricke updates his Field Edition 
published in 2008. This 2014 edition is 
color with 576 


hardback (6X9), in full 


pages. It has new updated prices, which 
include slabbed pieces from PMG and 
PCGS and includes an excellent blueprint 
for each type. It also includes pricing for 


the Trans—Mississippi reissued notes 
along with the easy to use, “type picture 
ID appendix for beginners,” with updated 
commentary on the market, and an im- 
proved photo grade section. Pierre Fricke 
explains the different updates in this book 
from the 2008 reference. He discusses 


his purchases using the old Grover 
Criswell reference and learning from Dr. 


Douglas Ball and others. 


The Market in 2003-2013. Pierre Fricke 
takes you through the ups and downs of 
the market during these years. He said he 
sold his CSA type collection in 2004 and 


that the market was weak in 2005. When 
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his reference “Collecting Confederate 
Paper Money” was released in 2005 it 
changed the market. His market analysis 
comes from coin shows, auctions, price 


lists and interaction with other collectors 


and dealers. 


The “Story of Collecting Confederate Pa- 
per Money, by Stephen Goldsmith, is a 
repeat of the information that was con- 
in the 2005 Pierre Fricke 


tained refer— 


ence. Mr. Goldsmith reminisces about his 
close friendship and working alongside Dr. 
Douglas Ball and others. After Dr. Ball 
passed away, Goldsmith brought in Pierre 
Fricke to help catalog the Gene Mintz col- 


lection of Confederate notes. 


The author covers several ways of collect- 
ing such as a Type Set which would con- 
sist of one example of each of the 70 
officially-issued major types. He feels that 
before you buy your first note you should 
have certain references and he covers 
them. He also thinks you should consider 
your goals, join paper money organiza- 
tions and most importantly learn about 
modern fakes and bogus notes and oth- 
ers. Mr. Fricke covers the catalog sys- 
tems that were used in the 19th Century 


and discusses the numbering systems of 


Chase, Criswell, Bradbeer and how this 


reference is needed if you are going to 


collect CSA notes. 


The issue series explains the Acts which 
approved the seven different Series of 
CSA notes that were issued. Notes of a 
particular type all share a single major 
design, date of issue and denomination 
combination, and is indicated by a ‘T,” 
followed by the number. This is the 
Criswell tyoe numbering system. The few 
possible types that are unknown are men- 
tioned along with the comment that there 
have been no new type discoveries in 
many decades. Fricke defines varieties 
as a unique combination of differentiated 
obverse plate and paper types. He says 
that, literally thousands of minor differ- 
ences will be found within the types and 
varieties of CSA money. This reference 
focuses on significant historical and new 
varieties. Minor variations are beyond the 
scope of this work. The author summariz— 
es the “major new varieties’ such as the 
new Wookey Hole Mill watermark, What- 


man wartermark, and inverted back dis- 


coveries. 


Printing and Man-Made Errors explains 
what these interesting errors are. The few 
different types of paper employed by 


Confederate printers are also listed. Wa- 


termarks are words, numbers or symbols 
embedded into paper to help deter coun- 
terfeiting. Nine enlarged figures show you 
what the watermarks will look like when 
held up to a light. Information on the 
companies that produced the notes along 
with the firm's biographies is given. The 
three methods that printers used 

to print notes are lithography, 


tyoography and intaglio which are 


covered under plate layouts. 


Collecting Sheets of Confederate 
Notes explains how sheets were 
made and how they are graded. 
He discusses how counterfeit 
notes were produced as souve- 
nirs or to be placed in circulation 
as the real thing to disrupt the 
CSA finances. The types of dan- 
gerous counterfeits are listed 
along with their creators. Some 
backs are printed on genuine 
Confederate notes that are be- 
lieved not to be contemporary to 
the period. The author then ex- 
plains that these (backs) were 
added by various third parties 


after the war for purposes mostly un- 


known. 


Modern Facsimiles and Bogus Issues, 


Advertising Notes and Confederate 
Bonds close out this section. Facsimiles 
were created during the War and are 
known as contemporary counterfeits. The 
“Confederate Treasury’ publishes a type 
set of CSA notes that the author says has 
a remarkable likeness to real money and 


will helo you Compare your notes to the 


examples on their pages.

of grading which is the state of a note due 
to circulation and the other is eye appeal 
such as, folds, tears, badly trimmed, ink 
burns through notes, stains, repairs, alter- 


ations or other impairments. 


Collector-Oriented Grading and Market- 
Oriented Grading is explained. The collec- 
tor-oriented grading is designed to 
differentiate notes, especially at 
the high end, so that collectors get 
a clear picture of the note. The 
market-oriented grading will tend 
to push notes up the grading scale 
anywhere from half, to one and a 
half grades, though it also may 
yield the same grade as collector 
oriented grading in some cases. 
PCGS, PMG and other grading 
services are covered with illustra- 
tions (face and back) of notes 
from gem uncirculated new 66 to 
Very Good 8 and what to look for in 
determining the grade of the note. 
Condition Qualifiers describe the 
eye appeal and overall appearance 
of a note. Cancelled Notes are 
illustrated along with the kinds of 


cancellations. 


Condition Census - The “Top 
Guns” covers a listing of the finest known 
examples by type and variety in a ranked 
order. A rarity table from R-1 100,000+ 
known — very common right up to R-16 
(None Seen and None seen _ in living 
memory) is given. Rare varieties would be 
represented in Rarity 10 to 16 and Non 
Collectibles designation is something all 


of us wish we would find. A price guide 
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for PCGS and PMG graded notes is in- 
cluded in this reference. The fascinating

Charmy then introduced the guest 


speaker, Alan Mincho of Heritage Auc-— 
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tions, 


who is an expert on national 


banknotes. Alan's talk included the 


following information, and much more:

Alan Mincho 


From 1812-1867 there were no issues of 
U.S. currency, and therefore no way to 
finance the war. In 1862 there were 
notes from individual banks on different 
political sides. The Continental Con- 
gress and the states al! issued currency, 
and the value ebbed and flowed. Salm—- 
on P. Chase (Ohio) believed in a strong 
free banking system, with banks that 
guaranteed solvency. As Secretary of 
the Treasury, he proposed federalizing 
the state banking system. Applications 
were accepted from state chartered 
banks and they were issued federal 
Charters. The bank then had to pur- 
chase federa/ securities so there was 
always money available to back-up the 
banknotes. /f a bank disappeared, the 
notes were redeemed in Washington. 
This system worked beautifully, and had 


the added benefit of the government 


getting to sell their securities to finance 
the war. As the banks received charters, 
the money supply doubled in 1863 & 
1864. 


As of 1866, the banks had to pay tax to 
the federal government on outstanding 
banknotes if there was no Charter to 
back them up. After 1866, the banks 
either got a charter or went out of busi- 
ness. After 1864 there were only two 
requirements — the words “National” and 
“Bank” must be in the title. There was 
one exception from 1863-1935, as the 
“Bank of North America” had enough 


clout to retain their original title. 


Early issues were hand-signed. The 
notes were printed in Washington in 
sheets of four (4), and then sent to the 
banks unsigned. After they were signed 
they were cut manually or in a paper 
cutter. /n later years the notes were 
signed by a machine. In the 1920's and 
later they had treasury engraved signa- 


tures. 


The following denominations were known 
to be printed and issued — $1, $2, $5, 
$10, $20, $50, $100, $500 and $1000. 
$38 notes were printed but never issued. 
The $500's and $1000's are great rari- 
ties. 173 $500 are outstanding, but 
only 3 are known, with 2 In institutions 
and 7 in a private collection. There are 
21 $1000's unredeemed, but none have 
been accounted for, even though there 


/S a rumor of 7 known. 


Some interesting “factoids”: 


National Gold Banknotes were issued 
for California. These were from a spe- 
Clal subset of banks and were redeema- 


ble in gold. 


Original charters were good for 20 years, 
1862-1882. Congress didnt know what 
to do in 1882 when the charters expired. 
Banks applied for new charters and were 
given new charter numbers. The Bank 
of Chicago was previously #8, and then 
became #2670. Congress then decided 
to keep the previous charters active and 
change the color on the notes every 20 


years. 


Today the legis/ation 1s still in place, but 


the government will no longer issue se- 


curlties backing the notes. There were 


no national banknotes after 1935. 


From 1868-1935 over 10,000 banks 


received charters. 


National Banknotes can be collected by

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Green: A Misplaced 5 


A Misplaced ©

obert Lawson first dis- 
covered a misplaced “5° on 
Franklin Roosevelt's cheek 15 
years ago, as you might expect, 


quite by accident. Since his ex- 


ceptional find, he has_ spent 
countless hours searching an 
estimated five thousand 1966 


Roosevelt dimes, in special mint | 
sets as well as coins which have 
been liberated from these sets. 
The first dime to reveal its 
stealthy variance was among a 
group of coins purchased at af 
former location of Coins+, locat- 
ed inside Northgate Mall on the 
western side of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
After paying for his purchase, 
Robert gave each coin a quick 
closer inspection. When he in- 
vestigated his newly purchased 
1966 Roosevelt dime through his loop and 
manipulated the angle with which the light 
hit it, he identified what appeared to be a 
numeral and a ghostly “5” slowly came 
into focus. Many people, including the 
employee behind the counter at Coins+ 
that day, who observe this elusive marking 


find it difficult to classify as a variety. 


After careful consideration and thorough 
research, Robert took his unique find to 
the Michigan State Numismatic Associa- 


tion's annual convention a few months 
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later. There, he presented the coin to Ken 
Potter (of CONECA), who used a video 
microscope to closely examine the dimes: 
anomaly. There was no doubt that, in- 
deed, a numeral “5° was clearly visible on 
the former President's likeness but the 


question of how it got there remained a

mystery. A similar observation was made 


by Larry Briggs, whose SEGS later encap- 
sulated the coin. Robert displayed the 
coin to his colleague, Richard Hanna, who 
is credited with discovering the 1962-D 
over horizontal D variety Roosevelt dime. 
Robert considers him knowledgeable on 
the subject and Mr. Hanna offered Robert 
$500 for the coin, on the spot, which was 
promptly declined. Robert also discussed 


the coin with Bill Fivaz, co-author of The 


Cherrypicker’s Guide, and upon inspec- 


tion of the coin, Mr. Fivaz suggested the 
coin was similar to the 1952 "Superbird" 


oroof Washington quarter. 


soon after, Robert sent his prized 
1966 Roosevelt dime, along with a 1965 
SMS dime, to Billy Crawford to be photo- 
graphed. Mr. Crawford captured a series 
of images and returned the coins to 
their owner. These photographs 
add further verification of authen- 
ticity by overlaying the outline of a5 
taken from the date of the 1965 
SMS dime over the “5” on the 
cheek of Robert's specimen, which 


yielded a perfect match. 


After nearly fifteen years of 
mindful searching, and, as men- 
Btioned before, examining over 5000 
Bdimes, a second example was ulti- 
= mately found in October of 2013. 
This time, the coin hailed from 
Franklin Street Coins in Sharon- 
ville, Ohio, from a 1966 special 
mint set that Robert checked 
after the customer sold the set to 
the store while he was there looking at 
some odds and ends. Finally, after years 
of searching, there it was in his grasp! He 
quickly offered the store owner, Phil Gar- 
ber, ten times what he had just paid the 
customer for it. Robert's hopes were 
nearly dashed when Mr. Garber turned him 
down, but he made it a gift to Robert in- 


stead! 


It seems highly improbable the 
“5” on Roosevelt's cheek arrived there by 
accident with two specimens found by 


one individual. It is difficult to imagine 


dies at the mint lying around loosely and 
bumping into a numeral “5” punch with 
enough force to leave such an imprint. A 
die clash is similarly ruled out with logic 
and knowledge of minting technology. It 
seems most probable that a numeral “5” 
punch was deliberately pressed into one 
of the 1966 Roosevelt dime dies by an 
individual, such as a mint employee. Per- 
haps a great admirer of Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration intended to suggest if he had 
lived longer, the United States may have 
experienced a 5th term of office for FDR. 


Equally, it could be that someone marked

bout the Book: Slavery, Race, 
and Conquest in the Tropics challenges 
the way historians interpret the causes of 
the American Civil War. Us-ing Abraham 
Lincoln and Stephen Douglas s famed

Douglas rivalry and Lincoln's Civil War 
scheme to resettle freed slaves in the 


tropics.
